—The 268 girls attending Ala- I 
bama college’s student career 
conference were warned here to¬ 
day against choosing, uncon¬ 
sciously, the lives their mothers 
“wanted to live.” The speaker 
was Dr. Alice V. Keliher, New 
York City, director of the pro¬ 
gressive education program in 
summer session here. 

“What happens,” said Dr. Keli¬ 
her, “is that from the child’s in- 
fansy the mother talks and 
wishes in certain directions. The 
rhild “soaks up” these ronversa- 
tions, and often is pulled as by a 
magnet toward some orrupation 
quite unsuitable for her.” 

“In one case a boy met near 
disaster because his father had 
wanted to be a doctor- Forced 
by economic necessity to stay on 
the farm, thp father dreamed of 
being a doctor, and without being 
aware planted his own wish in 
his son. The boy made determin¬ 
ed efforts to go through medical 
school bht he lacked the medical 
aptithdes. A nervohs breakdown 
came, and it was several years 
before the boy found his real life 
work in law, and regained his 
balance and happiness.” 

Miss Minnie B. Tracy, who 
spoke on “New Opportunities in 
Business,” pointed out that Ala¬ 
bama industry is opening up 
many new jobs for Alaabma wo¬ 
men in secretarial positions. She 
suggested that the best opening 
jobs often are in the girl’s home 
town, where she is known and 
liked. “From there,” said Miss 
Tracey, “you go afield with your 
experience in hand.” 

Miss Dawn Kennedy, speaking 
on “Occupations in Creative Art 
for the Art-Trained Person,” de¬ 
clared that Alabama is growing 
art-conscious, and that jobs for 
"teachers of art probably will in¬ 
crease in the next few years. She 
advocated architecture as a field 
for women, pointing out that 
“women know more about the 
problems of housing than do 
men. Their difficulty lies in han¬ 
dling the men who build houses. 
But at least there is a good field 
for women ds consultants with 
me architects.’ ’ 

Dr. Walter H. Trumbauer said 
that there will be new jobs in 
the field of recreation, as the in¬ 
creasing leisure time resulting 
from technological advances is 
used for better personal develop¬ 
ment and improved community j 
life.

I Two Others Will Be

Federal Project 

MONTEVALLO, ALA., Nov. 7.—(A 3 ! 
—PWA grants amounting to $153,603 
and loans totalling $175,000 will pro¬ 
vide two new buildings and enlarge 
two others at Alabama College here. 

President A. F. Harman said the 
new buildings would be a dormitory 
and classroom and an office struc- 
£,ture. Historic Reynolds Hall, built 1 in 
I,1851, and used by an old seminary 
before Alabama College was founded, 
will be enlarged and remodeled to 
provide a students union building and 
the library will be‘ given an addition 
to increase book capacity to 80,000 
volumes. 

“At its May meeting the Board of 
Trustees approved a minimum build¬ 
ing program of $600,000, recom- 
f mended by the president to relieve a 
' trying situation at Alabama College,” 
Dr. Harman said. 

! “After careful study of our situa¬ 
tion. however, the administration has 
decided that this institution is unable 
to finance a program involving more 
than $342,000, which we have ob¬ 
tained. 

“Construction of dormitory and 
classroom buildings will relieve a ser¬ 
ious condition on this campus. We 
have had so many students living 
three in a room that a new residence 
for 102 will increase normal living ac¬ 
commodations by only 50 students.” 

“The new classroom and office 
building will relieve an equally serious 
problem of instruction.” 

Actual construction of the two new 
buildings will begin before January 1.

■ musicians—the composer Bela Bartok 
and the violinist Joseph Szigeti—are 
joining forces with Benny Goodman, 

j the king of swing, in a unique experi- 
3 ment which fuses the straight and 
1 swing modes of music. On Monday 
evening, Jan. 9. at Carnegie Hall, the 
world premiere of a concerto for 
violin and clarinet by Bela Bartok 
will take place, with Szigeti and Good¬ 
man playing the solo parts. 

The Montevallo angle is that Szigeti 
I will appear here in concert in Palmer 
| Auditorium the evening of Jan. 12 as 
a presentation of the concert and 
1 lecture series. 

The Bartok-Szigeti-Goodman com- 
I bination was the happy, if unexpect- 
' ed, result of a visit Benny Goodman 
| paid the violinist last Summer at the 
latter’s home on the Riviera. Szigeti 
wrote to Bartok about Goodman, sug¬ 
gesting that he compose a work for 
clarinet and violin and asserted that 


anything that could be played on the 
clarinet Benny Goodman could - play 
(“and how!" he added) and that the 
instrument, in his hands, was capable 
of a far greater range in the top 
|H register than it is usually credited

Bartok, a lifelong' friend of Szigeti s. 
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the letter than he set to work, with- , . 
out even bothering to answer. On 
Sept. 19, in London, Szigeti—to his |, 
utter amazement—received a letter 
from Bartok saying that the work j 
was completed and that, the score j 
would shortly be dispatched! The 
composition was in two movements, ; 
lasting five minutes each. Goodman ! 
has suggested, perhaps with recording 
requirements in mind, that it would 
only play for six minutes and Bartok 
apologized for the . additional length. 
He wrote: 

"Generally the salesman delivers 
less than he ought to. There are ex¬ 
ceptions, however, as for example if 
you order a suit for a two-year-old 
baby and an adult’s su*t is sent in¬ 
stead—then the generosity is not par¬ 
ticularly welcome!” 

The first movement is a “Verbun- 
kos.” This is Hungarian for the type 
of song used for recruiting soldiers in 
the 17th century: a swaggering, 
swashbuckling tune. The second move¬ 
ment is marked “Sebes,” meaning 
“swift.” Throughout the clarinet and 
violin are placed on an equal foot¬ 
ing, the former having a cadenza in 
the first section, the latter in the 
second.

(AP)—The success of Southern lit¬ 
erature has indicated that the “ap¬ 
peal of the South to posterity has 
not been futile,” Dr. Douglas South- 
all Freeman declared here tonight 
in opening the Dancy Foundation 
lectures at Alabama College. 

Referring to the sale of more ! 
than a million copies of Margaret j 
Mitchell’s "Gone With the Wind,” j 
Dr. Freeman said: 

“Today, it must be admitted, the 
average Northerner not only has the 
larger tolerance of Southern history 
that time in any case would have 
brought, but he also has a certain 
admiration for the men and women | 
who endured that hopeless, four- 
year struggle (the War Between the j 
States). . . 

“The reasons for this,” continued 
Freeman, editor of the Richmond 
(Va.) News-Leader and Pulitzer 
prize winner, "save one, scarcely 
need review. A certain glamor usu- I 
ally encircles a ‘lost cause’ valiantly , 
defended: the United Daughters of! 
the Confederacy have been active | 
in keeping alive the most beautiful 
aspects of Confederate history. 

“A third consideration is, of 
course, that by chance or by fruition 
of its civilization at that time, the 
South of 1861 produced a number 
of men whose personality appealed 
to nistorical imagination which . . . 
still is as potent as historical fact. 

“When these three reasons for 
the nation's esteem of our Confed¬ 
erate fathers are given just weight, 
there remains the fact that muclj 
of the Southern literature on the 
war is persuasive without intending 
to be so. . . .” 


MONTEVALLO. Ala., April 28.— 
(AP)—A study of military history 
I is sufficient to dispel any illusions 
about the romanticism of war, Dr. 
Douglas Southall Freeman said here 
I tonight in closing the inaugural se¬ 
ries of Dancy Foundation lectures 
at Alabama College. 

“You may . .. have concluded that 
war is romantic,” Dr. Freeman, edi- ! 
tor of the Richmond (Va.) News | 
Leader, told his audience. "It is not. 
All that Sherman said it was, it is. 

“Often when I am asked why I, 
a writer on military history and a 
lecturer on our army war college, 
should be at the same time a bitter 
enemy of war, I say that I hate it 
because I have studied it.” 

During his discussion of the War 
Between the States, dealt with 
largely in his lectures on Confeder¬ 
ate historiography, Dr. Freeman 
said at another point: 


by the display of great character 
and by evidence of the essential re¬ 
silience of human nature.” 

In his closing lecture the writer 
who won the Pulitzer prize with his 
biography of Robert E. Lee, turned 
to the part played by Southern 1 
women during the War Between the ’ 
States. 

”... the Southern Confederacy 
was kept alive for four years,” he ! 
said, “in the face of limited re¬ 
sources and internal dissension, by I 
the loyalty of the slaves, the moral ‘ 
leadership of a few great men, by 
the valor of the armies, and by the 
devotion of the women. 

“I believe the last influence of 
these four was as potent as the mili¬ 
tary prowess of generals and of 
armies.”

vances as independent workers. 

“In at least two states,, Pennsyl- j 
vania and Minnesota,” she said, 
“bills were introduced which if 
passed would practically have pre-: 
vented women from holding execu -1 
tive positions, since each bill limited 
the hours during which women 
could work with no differentiatipn 
in regard to the kind of work they 
were doing.” 

Sh listed as another danger to 
Women, the increasing restr ictions 

being placed upon married women 
who work. 

“Women, however, have fared 
better during the depression than 
men,” Miss Jackson believes. 
“Women when ‘off the job’ have 
more resources than men. Women 
have been accustomed to doing lit¬ 
tle things and somehow they have 
found uses for their time. Having 
come more recently into the occupa¬ 
tional limelight, they do not feel 
that they are lowering themselves 
hei. they take a smaller job than 
the one they had.” 

Roundtable discussions on separ¬ 
ate occupations will occupy the high 
school girl graduates Friday. Lead¬ 
ers among women in Alabama and 
neighboring states will direct groups 
interested in 28 vocational possi¬ 
bilities. 

Following Miss Jackson’s final ad¬ 
dress Friday night on “How to Ap¬ 
ply for a Job and How to Behave 
When You Have It,” the conference 
will adjourn Saturdav morning.

MONTEVALLO, ALA., June 29.—In 
1 two speeches here before girls attend- 
| ins, the Student.Career Conference at 
Alabama College, Miss Florence Jack- 
json, of Wellesley College, declared 
' Thursday that there are situations .in 
[America today which require "watch- 
I fulness” if women are to maintain 
J their hard-won advances as indepen¬ 
dent workers. 

"In at least two states, Pennsylvania, 
land Minnesota,” she said, "bills were 
J introduced which if passed would 
(practically have prevented women from 
9 holding executive positions, since each 
J bill limited the hours during which 
[women could work with no differen- 
[tiation in regard to the kind of work 
| they were doing.” 

She listed as another danger to 
I women, the increasing restrictions be¬ 
ing placed upon married women who 
| work. 

“Women, however, have fared better 
j during the depression than men,” Miss 
Jackson believes. "Women when 'off 
t the job’ have more resources than 
[ men. Women have been accustomed to 
doing little things and somehow they 
have found uses for their time. Having 
I come more recently into the occupa- 
[tional limelight, they do not feel that

"Nothing is more important in the 
fight for federal aid,” he declaimed, •

or ahead of other furfctions of , >V 
state. 

"I will not be satisfied until Ala- 
bama youth have the same educa- i 
tional opportunities as the youth of 1 
other states.” 

In a prepared address which he 
read to the audience, Dr. Collins 
criticized a system 'of financing^ 
building programs with student* 
funds and expressed regret that the

The two buildings were construct¬ 
ed with PWA aid at a cost of be¬ 
tween $300,000 and $400,000, and are 
a part of the general building pro¬ 
gram. which includes the recondi¬ 
tioning of Reynolds Hall, an annex 
to the libi’ary, a laboi’atory school 
for the college's educational depart¬ 
ment/ and two new wings to the 
high school.

MONTEVALLO, Ala.. April 25. 
—(Special).—Dr. A. H. Collins, 
state superintendent of education, 
charged today that higher educa¬ 
tion in the south had “lagged” 
because it lacked adequate finan¬ 
cial support and because of “too 
much domination” by the South¬ 
ern Association of Colleges and 
Secondary Schools. 

The association was accused of 
being “more concerned about the 
number of books in the library 
than the use of the books” at one 
point by Collins, in a speech pre¬ 
pared for delivery at the dedica¬ 
tion of two new buildings at Ala¬ 
bama college. 

The success of our schools de¬ 
pends more upon the character of 
. the teachers than upon buildings 
and equipment, Donald Comer, 
Alabama industrialist, said in an¬ 
other address. 

Other speakers on the program 
that attracted dignitaries from 
throughout the state’s business 
and political circles, included 
Governor Frank Dixon, Senator 
Lister Hill, and Gessner McCor- 
vey, of the State Democratic Ex¬ 
ecutive committee. 

The program climaxed events 
; in the school’s extensive building 
program affecting the library, the 
: college union building, the labor¬ 
atory schools of the education de¬ 
partment, -and the two new struc¬ 
tures, Julia Strudwick Tutwiler 
Hall, a senior dormitory, and 
Braxton Bragg-Comer Hall, a 
class-room and radio building. 

Tells of Father’s Lite 

In his speech prepared for de¬ 
livery at the morning exercises, 
Comer reviewed the history of 
the life of his late father, B. B.

He told how Governor Comer 
had fought and defeated the un¬ 
fair system of freight rates with¬ 
in Alabama and compared the 
issue with the movement now un¬ 
der way by Southern governors 
to eliminate present freight sched¬ 
ules considered unfair to business 
in the South. 

In closing, he said: 

“My father believed—as do you 
and I—that -all real progress must 
be sipirtual. 

I received 
a letter from a friend and typed 
across the top of the page were 
these words—‘The chief task of 
each generation is the religious 
: and moral training of the next 
generation.’

Relates Hardships^ 

How she spent IT harrowing hours 
in a lifeboat at sea before she was 
rescued with other passengers of the 
ill-fated S. S. Athenia after a Ger¬ 
man submarine torpedoed the lat¬ 
ter off the Irish coast was told 
briefly to members of the Birming¬ 
ham Rotary Club Wednesday by 
Mrs. Isobel Bruce, of the Alabama 
Woman's College. 

Her talk with a transcription or 
a radio address made from London, 
England, to the International Rotary 
Convention at Denver. Colo., by In¬ 
ternational Second Vice President 
Tom A. Warren, were features of 
the weekly luncheon of the club 
held at the Tutwiler Hotel. 

Mrs. Bruce, who left Glasgow the 
day before war was declared for 
a return trip to the United States, 
described how she was crowded 
into a lifeboat with more than 50 
women and two men as the Athenia 
began to list after the torpedo 
struck during the night following 
the declaration of war between Brit¬ 
ain and Germany. % 

She said that in the excitement 
of lowering the boat one of the men 
cut the rope on one end too quickly 
with a result that many of the pas- 
sangers were spilled into the sea 
j before the craft touched the water 
resulting in eight of the victims 
being drowned. 

After the lifeboat had drifted for 
hours it was sighted by a British 
destroyer and they were taken 
aboard.

Citizenship 
School To Be 
***««■ Heid ^,^ 

On July 11 and 12, the Joint Leg¬ 
islative Council of Alabama is hold¬ 
ing its second school of citizenship 
on the campus of Alabama College, 
the state college for women in Mon¬ 
tevallo. 

The school has four purposes; 

1. To stimulate interest on the 
part of member groups in Alabama 
government. 

2. To educate member organiza¬ 
tions concerning legislation to be 
presented to the next session of 
the Alabama Legislature. 

3. TO train 1 islative chairmen 
of the member organizations in 
technique and procedures best 
suited to secure the passage of 
needed legislation. 

4. To give an opportunity for 
persons in the state who are work¬ 
ing for better state government in 
Alabama to become better ac¬ 
quainted in order that they may 
work together more successfully. 

The school of citizenship has de¬ 
veloped in answer to a felt need on 
the part of organizations for a bet¬ 
ter understanding of legislative pro¬ 
cedure. As government extends its 
control farther and farther in eco¬ 
nomic and social fields, it is certain 
to affect those areas in which 
women are most interested. 

The first day of the school of 
citizenship is planned as a training 
school for legislative chairmen past, 
present and future, of the various 
clubs of the state. It is hoped that 
all clubs of the state will have large 
representation. 

The program for Friday, July 11, 
includes a discussion on “How To 
Draft A Bill,” by Mr. George Pat¬ 
terson, attorney of Birmingham; 
“Getting A Bill Through the Leg¬ 
islature,” by Hon. I. H. Ellis, Co¬ 
lumbiana; “Follow Up and Enforce¬ 
ment,” by Thomas S. Lawson, attor¬ 
ney-general of Alabama, and an ad¬ 
dress by Miss Loula Dunn, commis¬ 
sioner, state department of public 
welfare for Alabama. 

At the second session the list of 
speakers are: Dr. W. D. Partlow, 
superintendent of Bryce Hospital, 
“A Sterilization Law For Alabama.”
